Since the Ev^rhot is self-heating, lighter parts may be 
used and the whole tool weighs no more than the old 
style iron.

The brands are fastened 
with posts, which are a part of the brand, into lugs on 
the burner head of the torch. The skeleton view shown 
on bottom of this page is complete with the exception of 
the shield over the burner head. This was eliminated 
here so that the construction of the torch would be 
easier to understand.
